Mr. Stevens called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the second floor conference room of the Town Hall Annex. Present were 
William O’Rourke, Ellen Reed, David White, Catherine Garnett, and Judith Hodges of the Commission. Timothy Sullivan, of the 
Commission, was not in attendance. Sandy Caffelle and Chuck Tirone were also in attendance. 

7:30 p.m. - COMMISSION BUSINESS 

Reed/Hodges motioned to approve the 8/18/05, 9/1/05, 2/16/06, and 3/23/06 minutes with minor edits; motion passed 
unanimously. 

Ms. Reed distributed information on pond weed treatments in regards to the upcoming permit application by the residents on the 
Upper Mystic Lake. 

Mr. O’Rourke reported on the meeting about the Aberjona River flood controls projects , and will draft a comment for the DEIR 
when it is filed. 

White/O’Rourke motioned to reimburse Ms. Beckwith $35.98 for a printer cable; motion passed unanimously. 

White/O’Rourke motioned to reimburse Ms. Reed $42.87 from the Land Stewards Fund forprinting of Land Stewards newsletter 
and poster; motion passed unanimously. 

7:45pm - WORKING SESSION - 107 THESDA ST 

Ms. Caffelle discussed her proposal to subdivide her residential lot into two. She was directed by Rick Vallerelli to come to the 
Conservation Commission since her lot abuts the Reed’s Brook land, now McClennan Park. The board recommended that she hire 
a consultant to delineate any wetlands on the lot. 

COMMISSION BUSINESS (cont.) 

Ms. Beckwith reported that an abutter to the Inverness Rd conservation parcel is concerned that a tree on the lot is about to fall on 
his buildings. The Tree Warden had the lot line surveyed and has the work on this schedule. 

Reed/Garnett motioned to approve the location of the Conservation Land signs as proposed by Mr. White; motion passed 
unanimously. 

The Commission voted to convene at approximately 10 p.m.
